Finding a Growing Area 


T HE first step is to find a growing area in your home (or in your glasshouse) and this may be anywhere you have a bright 

window, removed from drafts, where your plant will get morning and afternoon DIRECT sun. In a window collection, the 
plants need protection only from burning, midday sun. If you have a floor to ceiling window, you may adjust for the added 
light by placing your planis back 18 to 36 inches, but KEEP YOUR GROWING AREA BRIGHT. Glasshouse growing will, of 
course, take shade on the glass to reduce the light intensity to 1,000 to 2,000 foot candles, direct reading, depending upon the 
season of the year and the latitude. Plants in the home with light from one side such as a window, require far more intense light 


than those in a glasshouse with light from all sides. 


Where extremely cold, freezing nights occur, your orchid should be temporarily set back from the window so they will have 
a protective air space against the deepfreeze cold of the windowpane. 


CYMBIDIUMS also thrive outdoors in moderate climates such as the coastal areas of California, Oregon, Washington, all of 
Florida, etc. where there are no severe freezing temperatures. CYMBIDIUMS are semi-terrestrials — semi-earth-rooted — and 
should be planted in 24 humus and !/5 soil such as our SUPERSOIL. They should be in a sheltered location protected from se- 
vere drying winds. Your CYMBIDIUMS will stand full midday sunshine in midsummer if gradually acclimated to outdoor life by 


partial shade for a month or two during blistering days. 


How to Provide Extra Humidity 


A LL potted orchid plants in the growing area may be set 

in or on pebbles in a tray, saucer, or other container 
as shown in the two photographs. As many plants are now 
grown in bark of a rather coarse grade, we suggest placing 
the ‘pot IN the saucer-type container and then adding the 
gravel about the pot in the container. For those orchids 
growing in osmunda (the fibrous roots of the osmunda swamp 
fern) set the pot ON the gravel-filled tray. 


You will note that after watering, the bottom of the pot of 
the bark-planted orchid is submerged in water; this may 
last for a day or two before being absorbed back into the 
pot. Don't overdo, but water as shown in the picture to the 
left on page 5. For orchids growing in osmunda, the water 


Temperature Requirements 


ORCHIDS are not ot all the delicate plants most people 

think they are. Within loose bounds they will adapt 
readily to conditions offered by any modern home. Usually, 
for growing purposes, we group them into three temperature 
classes: 


THE MEDIUM TYPES are represented by the CATTLEYAS, 
EPIDENDRUMS, mottled leaf CYPRIPEDIUMS, and such 
lesser kinds as ONCIDIUMS, and others. The ideal minimum 
is 62 degrees nights, with high 70's days. Considerable OC- 
CASIONAL deviations will have no effect since most orchid 
plants adapt themselves so readily to temperature condi- 


will be below the bottom of the pot, giving free drainage 
and affording extra circulation of moist air about the roots. 
When wet or moist, the pebbles, gravel, or rock chips. in- 
crease the humidity about the plant. As explained in the 
paragraph describing watering, the technique will vary, de- 
pending on the type of orchid. 


You may use any sort of pebbles you wish, we have small 
5 Ib. packages of white rock chips for 25c or black and red 
chips for 50c. However, any pebbles obtainable in your lo- 
cality will suffice for the humidity factor, but you may wish 
to select the more decorative type. Pebbles not only increase 
the humidity, but by hiding the water drainings, the grow- 
ing area is made so much more attractive.

THE COOL TYPES are represented by the ODONTO- 
GLOSSUM GRANDE, CYMBIDIUMS, and plain leaf CY- 
PRIPEDIUMS, among others, and should be kept five de- 


grees cooler than the Medium Types. 


THE WARMER TYPES ore represented by the PHALAEN- 
OPSIS, VANDAS, and DENDROBIUMS; they should be 
kept five degrees warmer than the Medium Types. Vandas 
are suitable as houseplants only in a BRIGHT sunny home 
growing area or in a glasshouse or conservatory-like area 
that affords bright light from all sides. 
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When to Water 


OT all orchids have the same water or moisture require- 
ments. They may be grouped into four categories as 
far as watering techniques are concerned. 


CATTLEYAS, LAELIOCATTLEYAS, BRASSOLAELIOCAT- 
TLEYAS, ONCIDIUMS, ODONTOGLOSSUMS, are epi- 
phytes or air-rooted types, with built in water tanks called 
pseudobulbs. They like a certain amount of drying out be 
tween waterings, with lots of moist air circulating about their 
epiphytic roots. Water thoroughly every five days or so de- 
pending on the time of year. In the heat of midsummer, 
water may be needed every three or four days; in the short, 
cool days of winter stretch the time out between waterings 
to 10 or even 14 days. This group you can treat with studied 
neglect—they have their built-in reservoirs. 

When these types of erchids are planted in bark, more fre- 
quent watering is necessary. For in-the-home growing, per- 
mit the pots to stand in the water that drains through the 
pot into the gravel until the pot and bark have absorbed 
back the surplus water. Do not water again until at least 
three days after all water has been absorbed back into the 
pot from the tray beneath. These bark-planted orchids should 
have a thorough leaching or soaking in a tub of water three 
times a year. The coarser the bark, the more frequently 
you must water. With this group if you must err, err on the 
dry side. However, to caution again—coarse bark will stand 
a great deal of water. 

PHALAENOPSIS and VANDAS, while also epiphytic, do 
not have built-in water tanks for water storage. Their require- 
ments are about the same as any ordinary house plant, but

they require more frequent waterings than orchids with 
pseudobulbs. Water enough to keep the potting material 
DAMP at all times, but not DRIPPING. 

CYPRIPEDIUMS are yet another type as far as watering 
requirements are concerned. These are known ass semi-ter- 
restrials, or terrestrials, which means earth-rooted, and they 
need an abundance of moisture at the roots to do well. 
Unlike the other two groups, they do not mind wet feet, and 
the bottom of the pot may stand in water for some time 
after watering. 

CYMBIDIUMS also like an abundance of moisture but they 
must have good drainage and plentiful root aeration, even 
when planted in the cutdoor garden. 

In watering all types, just pour water into the top of the pot. 
Much will seem to drain through the drainage -hole in the 
bottom, but a sufficient amount is retained by the porous, 
absorbent potting mixture. In determining when to water, 
the best practical test is to feel the potting compound. Not 
just the surface, but stick your fingers into it. It will feel harsh 
and dry to the touch if it needs water. If still damp, your 
fingers will note the moisture. 

Some find it easier and faster to water by dunking. Dunking 
is submerging the pot (NOT the whole plant) to allow water 
to run over the rim, lifting to drain. Pots may remain sub- 
merged for from two or three minutes to as much as fifteen 
minutes. This is a particularly good technique for those or- 
chids planted in the coarser grades of bark or those whose 
bark has become excessively dried out. When feeding, (see 
following section) WONDER-LIZER should be incorporated 


in the dunking water. 


ORCHID feeds, such as our instant WONDER-LIZER (see 
page 23) or Formula 312 or Instant Vigoro. Just add the in- 
stant fertilizer to the water used for regular watering and 
apply twice a month for orchids planted in bark and once a 
month for those planted in osmunda.
